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EJ won't cut principals

EAST JORDAN - After two hours of 
discussion with 30 or 40 residents who 
attended a special meeting, the schoo! 
board approved three resolutions for 
millage Tuesday. 

The first was to renew at the June 8 
election last year’s 21.2 mills for two 
years, instead of the usual one. 

The second was to ask for an 
additional two mills to maintain some 
programs for one year. 

The third was to request an additional 
one-half mill to support school sports for 
one year. 

The first and second votes were 
opposed by Dan Nachazel, who was 
concerned that some vocational ed- 
cation programs would be cut. 

Tom Galmore voted against the 
second and third resolutions because he 
believed these additional request would 
have a better chance of being passed at 
a second election in August. He also 
thought there might be changes in the 
financial! situation by then. 

Also approved was a resolution to 
retain all three school principals, but

President Mary Jason said the school 
board has narrowed its list to three 
candidates, and board members have 
visited two of the three finalists.

Fred Malpass, spokesman for an ad 
hoc curriculum committee added, ‘‘If 
we only get a renewal millage, we will 
get even less of a school system than 
last year.’’ 

Most of the discussion that followed 
Rullman’s review centered on the 
millage, and it appeared that the

Local 
pressure and better documentation of past 
problems will hopefully convince him to change 
his mind. 

Castle Farms can truly be a fine asset for our 
county and its tourist-oriented economy, but 
significant changes must be made to protect 
taxpayers, property owners, drivers and concett- 
goers. Let’s hope it can be worked out 
amicably—and out of court.
